mentions two sparrows being sold for a far- 
thing, which farthing is supposed to have 
been about equivalent to one of our cente— 
or say perhaps a cent and a-half—the Scrip- 
tural or Roman penay being a silver coin 
worth about fifteen of our cents. Judas 
also might bave been in the habit of taking 
money from the bag ‘entrusted to him, and 
thas accumulated a certain sum already, 
which only needed thirty more pieces of 
silver to be sufficient to enable him to at- 
tain some desired end, And the records of 
the criminal courts prove that a man who 
will murder for a thousand dollars, will 
often murder for a hundred, or even for 
ten, 

What is now shown as the Potter's Field 
outside Jerusalem, is, we have seen it sta- 
ted, avery small field indeed—being only 
about ninety fect long by forty-five wide, 
or say one-tenth of am acre. If this was 
purchased either by Judas himself or by the 
chief priests for twenty dollars, it would 
show that land in that situation was valued 
at about two hundred dollars an acre, which 
would not seem an unreasonable price. 

To conclude, we may ask, is it likely that 
if Judas bad acted from the comparatively 
noble motives which his apologists ascribe 
to him, the other Apostles would not 
have bad some knowledge, or at least sus- 
picion of it? The very fact of his having 
always been a noble and apright man, would 
have made them cast about for the hidden 
reasons of so apparently shameful an action. 
But they evidently always bad a rather 
mean opinion of Judas, He was a thief al- 
waye—and that he should at the last turn 
out a traitor, seemed te them very natural, 
His reported repentanes and suicide seem to 
have astonished them quite as much as his 
guilt.
